"to the extent that may be required to assure conduct of 
troops in keeping with the spirit of the UN*" 1 

2o With regard to another plan dealing with UN policy 
content, the State Department should undertake to get

3o The State Department should have primary responsi- 
bility for policy formulation for the UN program 0 

4- 0 The Man might appropriately include a reference to

General McClure called attention 
to the importance of IJ„ S 3 overt publications in Germany for dis- 
semination behind the Iron Curtain 0 He had been informed that 
some of our overt publications including " Neue Auslese " and 
" Heij tajj were to be discontinued 0 Mr. Barrett indicated that 
tlm publication program was under review in connection with 
overall propaganda activities in Germany and said that he would 
have one of our top people discuss this problem with General 
McClure c 
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
